Con- 
sequently, chemical  engineering  is  one  of  the  fastest 
growing  of  all  the  branches  of  engineering.  The 
chemical  engineer  is  interested  in  the  design  and 
operation  of  chemical  processes,  rather  than  the 
study  of  small-scale  chemical  reactions,  ^vhich  is  the 
concern  of  the  chemist.  A  thorough  knowledge  of 
chemistry  and  its  application,  combined  with  study 
in  economics,  physics,  and  market  and  cost  analy- 
sis opens  many  fields  to  the  chemical  engineer,  such 
as  production,  sales  engineering,  and  management. 


CIVIL  ENGINEERING 


Since  it  was  one  of  the  earliest  types  ol; 
engineering  tiiat  developed,  civil  engineering  is  quite 
naturally  a  Inndamental  branch  of  this  profession. 
Some  areas  in  which  the  civil  engineer  is  concerned 
are  sanitation,  transportation,  materials,  hydraulics, 
construction,  architecture,  surveying,  and  soil  mech- 
anics. All  of  these  fields  of  application  require  both 
general  and  specialized  training,  along  with  con- 
siderable practical  experience.  Purdue  civil  engi- 
neers, whose  education  meets  these  requirements, 
are  given  emphasized  economics  instruction,  as  ^vell 
as  training  in  recjuired  tecimical  subjects.

ELECTRICAL  ENGINEERING

Electrical  engineering  is  that  branch  of 
engineering  technology  -(vhich  pertains  to  automatic 
control,  electronics,  communication,  information 
processing,  and  the  generation,  distribution,  and  use 
of  electric  po^ver.  These  general  areas  of  application 
contain  many  sub-areas  of  specialization.  It  is  clearly 
necessary  for  the  successful  electrical  engineer  to  be 
\ersed  in  a  specialized  field  as  ^vell  as  in  the  general 
Field  of  electrical  engineering.  Since  all  major  in- 
dustries seek  electrical  engineers,  Purdue's  under- 
graduate curriculum  places  heavy  emphasis  on  diver- 
sity of  subjects  to  be  studied. 
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An    industrial    engineer   must   know   not  only  why,   but  also 
how  processes  are  run  on  the  production  floor. 


INDUSTRIAL  ENGINEERING

The  complexity  of  modern  industrial 
organization  has  necessitated  the  growth  of  a  new 
phase  of  engineering.  The  industrial  engineer  is 
primarily  concerned  ^vith  production  and  the  human 
and  economic  factors  which  affect  production.  The 
selection  and  layout  of  manufacturing  equipment, 
the  correct  product  design  for  optimimi  production, 
and  design  and  installation  of  systems  for  product 
control  represent  general  I.  E.  problems.  To  cope 
Avith  this  vast  field,  Purdue's  four  year  course  in- 
cludes fundamentals  in  physics,  chemistry  and  math 
and  specialization  in  the  junior  and  senior  years. 


The  largest  single  branch  of  engineering, 
mechanical  engineering,  occupies  a  position  of  ex- 
treme importance,  both  on  campus  and  in  industry. 
The  ME  curriculum  at  Purdue  places  emphasis  in 
the  areas  of  thermodynamics,  heat  transfer,  fluid 
flo^v,  stress  analysis,  vibrations,  and  control  systems. 
Many  mechanical  engineers  enter  the  field  of  man- 
agement, while  others  work  toward  advanced  degrees 
in  their  own  areas  of  specialization.  Purdue's  school 
of  Mechanical  Engineering,  ^vhose  faculty  is  com- 
posed of  oiUstanding  technical  experts,  is  rated  by 
authorities  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  nation.

Nature  has  separated  metallurgical  en- 
gineering into  two  functional  divisions:  extracti^'e 
metallurgy  and  adaptive  metallurgy.  The  extractive 
science  is  concerned  ■^vith  mining  the  raw  ore  and 
separating  the  pure  metals  from  the  impurities. 
Adaptive  metallurgy  then  takes  over  and  develops 
the  pure  metal  to  a  particular  use.  Each  year  new 
metals  such  as  tetanium,  zirconium,  uranium,  and 
germanium  undergo  extensive  research.  Accordingly, 
the  metallurgical  engineering  curriculum  puts  spe- 
cial emphasis  on  the  physics  and  chemistry  of  the 
solid  state  and  the  adaptation  of  these  sciences  for 
tomorro^\''s  grooving  technological  needs.

Agriculture  today  is  an  extremely  broad 
field,  ivhich  is  illustrated  by  the  many  courses  ol 
study  offered  by  Purdue's  school  of  Agriculture.

A  preliminary  step  in  arriving  at  the  diagnosis 

is   a    thorough    physical    examination    of    the    patient. 


Since  the  School  of  Veterinary  Science 
and  Medicine  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly,  more  than  five  million  dollars 
and  three  years  of  planning  and  construction  have 
been  dedicated  to  the  promotion  of  Purdue's  veter- 
inary facilities  and  curriculum.  Each  year  animal 
parasites  and  diseases  claim  a  toll  of  nearly  two  and 
one-half  billion  dollars  of  the  national  livestock  in- 
come. One  of  the  many  purposes  of  the  new  school 
is  to  provide  research  into  the  cause  and  prevention 
of  these  maladies.  In  this  decade  it  is  estimated  that 
thirty  thousand  graduates  will  be  urgently  needed.

As  a  result  of  the  large  demand  for  persons 
trained  in  the  home  economics  field,  graduates  are 
able  to  choose  from  a  number  of  positions,  provided 
they  are  qualified.  It  is  the  aim  of  Purdue's  School 
of  Home  Economics  to  qualify  its  graduates  to  be- 
come competent  home  economists  in  the  fields  of 
teaching,  research,  and  home  management.

Pharmacy  is  the  art  and  science  of  prepar- 
ing, from  natural  and  synthetic  sources,  suitable  and 
convenient  materials  for  use  as  drugs.  Included  also 
in  this  profession  is  the  compounding  and  dispens- 
ing of  drugs  according  to  prescription,  as  ^vell  as 
many  other  operations  ^vith  drugs,  medicines,  med- 
icinal chemicals,  and  biological  products.  Purdue's 
school  of  Pharmacy  requires  a  year's  pre-pharmacy 
training  in  the  school  of  Science,  Education,  and 
Humanities.  The  subsequent  fom-year  program  in- 
cludes instruction  geared  to  prepare  the  pharmacist 
for  a  position  in  the  pharmaceutical  profession  or  in 
industry,  research,  or  teaching. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION

The  Department  of  Physical  Education 
for  Men  not  only  offers  a  curriculum  composed 
of  several  options  for  those  students  who  wish  to 
major  in  and  receive  a  degree  in  physical  education, 
but  it  also  offers  a  separate  curriculum  which  leads 
to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  recreation  leadership.

STUDENT  BODY  OFFICERS

The  officers  of  Purdue's  Student  Govern- 
ment are,  in  general,  responsible  for  supervising  the 
different  branches  of  the  Student  Government, 
whose  actions  they  regulate  and  co-ordinate.  More 
specifically,  the  duties  of  the  Student  Body  President 
include  presiding  over  the  Student  Senate  and  form- 
ing its  legislative  program,  as  well  as  executing  its 
legislation  and  policies.  The  Speaker  of  the  Senate 
acts  as  legislative  assistant  to  the  President.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Student  Body  is  responsible  for 
carrying  out  the  ^vork  of  the  Senate,  as  directed  by 
the  President  of  the  Student  Body.  On  March  15th 
the  Student  Senate  passed  a  new  constitution  whicli 
provided  many  changes  in  the  organization  of  the 
Student  Government.  It  established  new  powers, 
vested  in  the  Student  Body  President,  and  set  up 
new  proceedings  for  impeachment  and  selection  of 
justices.  Probably  the  most  significant  and  controver- 
sial change,  however,  was  made  in  the  legislative 
section,  where  student  representation  in  the  Senate 
was  completely  reapportioned. 
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The  Purdue  Student  Senate,  along  with 
the  Office  of  Student  Services,  comprises  the  student 
government  of  the  University.  Membership  in  the 
Student  Senate  consists  of  the  heads  of  all  major 
campus  activities,  the  Student  Body  officers,  and 
three  Senators-at-Large,  who  are  elected  annually. 
This  body  acts  as  an  agency  for  presenting  student 
opinion,  serves  as  an  appelate  agency  for  student 
problems,  promotes  such  programs  as  Campus  Chest, 
Old  Masters,  and  Student  Health  Insurance,  aids  in 
the  co-ordination  of  student  activities,  and  acts  to 
promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  Student  Body.

STUDENT  COURT

The  Student  Court  is  composed  of  four 
senior  justices,  four  junior  justices,  three  secretaries, 
and  three  public  defenders.  The  Chief  Justice  pre- 
sides at  all  sessions,  while  the  Public  Defenders  co- 
ordinate the  court  and  the  student  body.  They  do 
the  majority  of  the  investigation  work,  contacting 
both  the  student,  as  well  as  any  authorities  involved, 
before  presenting  each  case.  The  court  meets  twice 
\veekly,  ruling  on  a  variety  of  disciplinary  cases,  such 
as  misuse  of  student  passports,  and  traffic  violations 
including  improper  auto  registration  and  stickers. 
No  faculty  member  sits  in  on  a  court  session,  al- 
though the  court  does  have  advisors  from  the  Deans' 
offices.  This  year  the  court  moved  from  the  Biology 
Annex  to  a  new  office  in  the  Union  Building. 


Campus  Chest,  Purdue's  single  solicited 
charity  drive,  is  sponsored  annually  by  the  Office  of 
Student  Services,  as  specified  in  the  Student  Govern- 
ment By-Laws.  The  drive  is  directed  by  the  Co- 
ordinating Board  which  consists  of  six  members: 
the  general  chairman,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  educa- 
tion, publicity,  and  activities  chairmen.  Committee 
members  are  selected  through  petitions  and  inter- 
views. The  duties  of  the  Board  include  conducting 
the  Campus  Chest,  conducting  a  publicity  campaign 
on  behalf  of  the  charities  represented  by  Campus 
Chest,  and  administering  the  fimds  collected  in  the 
Campus  Chest  drive.  On  behalf  of  Campus  Chest, 
Alpha  Phi  Omega  sponsored  UMOC,  the  contest  to 
select  the  "Ugliest"  Man  on  Campus.

The  editorial  staff,  headed  by  the  Editor- 
in-chief,  is  composed  of  five  senior  editors  and  twelve 
junior  editors,  working  directly  with  the  photogra- 
phy department.  Compiling  the  contents  of  each 
year's  DEBRIS  is  divided  into  three  distinct  phases: 
layout,  copy,  and  pictures.  Before  any  copy  can  be

Often  a  problem  arises  and  several  solutions  are

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The  DEBRIS  is  divided  into  seven  major 
sections  covering  every  phase  of  campus  life  and 
activity.  Five  senior  editors  and  twelve  junior  editors 
compose  the  editorial  staff.  Of  the  junior  editors, 
two  work  in  the  copy  office  and  the  remainder  are 
responsible  for  the  development  of  individual  sec- 
tions of  the  yearbook.  The  Opening  Section  and 
Campus  Life  pages  depict  both  the  imique  and 
typical  of  Purdue's  environment.  The  administration 
section  includes  faculty  and  schools  and  colleges. 
Coverage  of  both  major  and  minor  sports  and  activi- 
ties plus   university  residences  completes  the  book.

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WBAA,  Purdue's  radio  station  common- 
ly known  as  the  Voice  of  Purdue,  is  now  entering 
its  40th  year  of  broadcasting.  Interestingly  enough, 
the  station,  which  originated  as  an  experiment  of  the 
Electrical  Engineering  School,  was  Indiana's  first 
liscensed  radio  station.  Now  serving  all  of  Indiana, 
WBAA  operations  are  conducted  by  both  Senior 
and  Jimior  Managing  Boards.

WCCR,  Gary's  non-commercial  radio  sta- 
tion, has  entered  its  ninth  successful  year.  With  its 
staff  of  over  one  hundred  students  broadcasting 
through  the  Purdue  Residence  Network,  its  programs 
reach  all  residence  halls  and  many  fraternities,  sor- 
orities, and  co-ops.

Radio  station  KMRX,  located  in  resi- 
dence hall  H-3,  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  men 
of  Excalibur  Club  and  the  women  of  Hall  X.  Train- 
ing is  offered  in  announcing,  and  technical  and  pro- 
gram engineering.  With  a  staff  membership  of  over 
one  hundred  students,  thirty  percent  of  the  staff 
are  women.  For  the  first  time  since  the  station's 
organizaton  in  1953,  a  woman  holds  the  office  of 
Station  Manager.  Backed  by  a  collection  of  over  1600 
records,  KMRX  broadcasts  twenty-four  hours  a  day 
and  ^vith  a  schedule  including  campus  news,  sports, 
and  special  programs  for  Hall  X  and  H-3.

The  Tau  Beta  Pi  Association,  national 
engineering  honorary  society,  was  founded  in  1885 
at  Lehigh  University  by  Edward  Higginson  Wil- 
liams, Jr.  The  association  is  designed  to  "mark  in  a 
fitting  manner  those  who  have  conferred  honor  upon 
their  Alma  Mater  by  distinguished  scholarship,  and 
exemplary  character  as  undergraduates  in  engineer- 
ing." The  Indiana  Alpha  Chapter  of  Purdue,  the 
largest  chapter  in  the  United  States,  was  established  in 
1893  to  honor  superior  students.  The  association  se- 
lects only  about  one  half  of  those  men  eligible,  basing 
membership  on  scholastic  and  character  achievement. 
A  5.50  cumulative  index  in  the  first  semester  or  a 
5.35  cumulative  index  in  the  second  semester  of  their 
junior  year  was  required  of  juniors  seeking  member- 
ship in  Tau  Beta  Pi  this  year.  Senior  engineers  with 
a  5.00  cumulative  index  were  also  eligible  for  mem- 
bership in  the  highly  respected  organization.

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Kappa  Delta  Pi,  the  national  honor  and 
professional  society  in  education,  was  founded  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  in  1911.  The  purpose  of  the 
organization  is  "to  encourage  high  professional,  in- 
tellectual, and  personal  standards,  and  to  recognize 
outstanding  contributions  to  education."  Purdue's  Eta 
Chapter  was  founded  in  1919,  and  since  then  over 
2000  students  have  been  members  of  the  chapter. 
To  be  eligible  for  membership  in  Kappa  Delta  Pi, 
juniors  must  have  attained  a  4.80  index  with  6 
hours  of  education  courses,  while  seniors  must  have 
made  a  4.8  with   12  hours  in  education.

The  Naval  ROTC  unit  is  composed  of 
midshipmen  ivlio  are  in  eitlier  the  regular  or  the 
contract  program.  Those  in  the  regular  program

Purdue's  AFROTC  unit  is  a  part  of  the 
US  Air  Force's  expanding  program  which  supplies 
the  USAF  Reserve  with  trained  officeis.  Freshmen 
and  sophomores  in  the  basic  program  are  introduced 
to  the  principles  of  air  power  and  military  policy.

AIR  FORCE  BAND 


Purdue's  Air  Force  ROTC  Band  is  a 
self-governed  organization  which  was  formed  in  1955. 
Although  membership  in  the  band  is  open  to  all 
cadets  in  the  AFROTC  program,  it  is  now  made 
up  only  of  underclassmen,  with  the  exception  of  the 
officers.  A  call-out  is  held  at  the  beginning  of  every 
semester  to  enlist  interested  cadets  in  the  organiza- 
tion.

Purdue  opened  its  1960  season  at  home, 
hosting  a  fast  and  powerful  Bruin  eleven.  Led  by 
the  dazzling  performance  of  tailback  Bill  Kilmer, 
UCLA  gave  the  Boilers  a  13  point  setback  in  the 
first  two  minutes  of  play.

This  year  the  Crew  held  its  spring  prac- 
tice in  Florida;  while  there  they  took  second  place 
in  a  triangular  meet  with  two  southern  teams,  Jack- 
sonville University  and  Jacksonville  Marines.

Joe  Sexson,  acting  in  his  first  year  as  head  coach, 
was  able  to  post  a  respectable  record  against  the  op- 
position, if  not  the  weatherman.  After  a  noncon- 
ference  series  of  warm  ups  in  which  the  Boilers  lost 
to  Ball  State  and  trounced  Wabash,  they  moved  into 
Big  Ten  play.
